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FOREWORD 


NE of the ideas common to the present-day civilizations of the East and 

West has been a proper regard for the artistic achievements of the ances- 

tors in each culture. Further than that, the European mind from the sixteenth 

century has interested itself, first out of curiosity, and ultimately from undis- 

guised admiration, in the accomplishments of the Orient, and devised ingenious 

ways, as in the historic arrangements by Queen Mary II at Hampton Court, 
to assimilate Chinese art into the interiors of its houses and palaces. 

The development of the English interior has been a subject of countless 
monographs; and we are concerned with it here as a reflection of the increasingly 
cultivated taste of a wealthy class since the days of the Stuarts, the most re- 
markable symptom of which was the constant and subtle changes in style and 
fashion of English furniture and objects of art from the time of William and 
Mary until the close of the Georgian period. The Chinese were otherwise. 
Here there is a weighty tradition: continuity of form, and even a continual 
reversion to those forms hallowed by the passage of long periods of time, which 
come to life again and again in the piety of the succeeding generations. We have 
noticed elsewhere that Chinese form finds its origin in mysticism and contempla- 
tion, and the cult of the solitary object; the magnificent single-color Ch’ing 
porcelains, for example, which form an important part of the present collection, 
demand from the connoisseur just that ability to refine his taste to the apprecia- 
tion of isolated form, and to reject—as the ascetic might reject—the appetites of 
environment. Western man pauses and admires; and returns to the creation of 
interiors which are redolent of comfort and opulence and, under the Georgians, 
personify good taste, that Confucian element in the education of the gentry of 
the Palladian era. 


In the Dunham collection, as in so many of the great houses of England, we 
find an eclectic summary of the whole of the noble achievement of the eighteenth 
century cabinetmakers, which shows impressively the authority exercised by the 
leading designers throughout the period. In the footnotes to the present cata- 
logue we have attempted to indicate in some measure the nature of these influ- 
ences, and to express an appreciation of their importance. The modes of Chip- 
pendale, Robert Adam and Hepplewhite, in particular, seem to dominate a 
collection which, skilfully selected, constitutes one of the most important groups 
of English furniture ever offered at public sale in America.

In the event of any dispute 
between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the successful bidder, 
and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the article in dispute.

Note: This type of incense burner with stand is colloquially known as the ‘Marco 
Polo’ censer, because it is similar to one reputed to have been brought back from China 
by Marco Polo in the thirteenth century. Known examples number about seven and 
include pieces in the British Museum, the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York, 
the Louvre, and the Copenhagen Museum. There is probably little truth in the legend, 
however, because the type certainly dates from the end of the Ming Dynasty at the 
earliest, and R. L. Hobson, who illustrates the British Museum example in Chinese 
Pottery and Porcelain, 1915, vol. 11, Pl. 87, fig. 3, dates it circa 1700.

Note: This unusual type of wine or supper table presents an interesting study. 
While quite rare, their manufacture appears to have continued from c. 1750, the 
approximate date of the present model, to c. 1780-90. Armand Gobiet, English 
Furniture, 1936, illustrates and describes a similar table with cinquefoil centre, 
“attributed to Frederick Hints, cabinetmaker, of Newport Street near Leicester Fields, 
London. So far, only four English cabinetmakers of brass and mother-of-pearl inlay 
work are known to literature.” Their manufacture was apparently localized in London, 
and Abraham Roentgen may have had the opportunity of studying the design on his 
sojurn there; as a related table following the general style, but un-English in design, 
is shown in the Cassel Museum, and attributed to this famous cabinetmaker, father of 


David Roentgen.

Note: The Comte de Reiset, a noted French historian, in his book, Modes et 
Usages au Temps de Marie-Antoinette, 1885, traces the history of this remarkable 
catpet and its companion piece from the time of their execution by the Queen and 
Mme. Elisabeth, sister of Louis XVI, until his purchase of them in 1881. 

In the Livre-Journal of Mme. Eloffe, marchande de modes to Queen Marie- 
Antoinette and her Court, upon which de Reiset has based his book, mention is made 
of two large “tapisseries” worked by the indefatigable (Queen herself and Mme. Elisa- 
beth, under the direction of the Mesdames Dubuquoy, who sold. them the materials 
and suggested the design. The Journal further states that the Queen herself presented 
the finished carpets to Mme. Dubuquoy, who in turn gave them to a Mlle. Lalouette. 
About 1830 they came into the possession of a French priest, the Abbé Bernard 
Cabanés de Batez, Apostolic nuncio, who took them to Rome and placed them with the 
religious order of the Mantellate at Longara. They remained in the possession of 
this convent until their sale by papal permission in 1881 to de Reiset. 

To further substantiate the authenticity of these carpets, the Comte tells of a 
small needlework fragment, identical in design and coloring with the field of the carpets, 
which was brought to his attention by a distant relative, Mme. Mille, née Bernard, of 
Lille. She obtained it from her father, who won it in a charity lottery organized by 
S.A.R. the Duchesse d’Angouléme during the Restoration (c. 1820). 

Further, according to the statement of a M. Jourdain, Membre de L’Institut, 
several small needlework panels, matching the design of the large carpets, were received 
by Mme. la Duchesse d’Angouléme from her aunt, Mme. Elisabeth, and about 1824 
she gave them to the church of Sainte-Geneviéve, Paris. About the year 1830 these 
panels came into the possession of the curé de Notre Dame de Paris, uncle of M. Jour- 
dain, and upon his death were bequeathed to his nephew.
